WHAT FILIPINOS WANT.

NEW YORK, March 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s London special 
says the London agent of the Filipinos 
has gone to Paris with Losada, one of 
the recently-arrived representatives of 
Aguinaldo, to confer with Agoncillo. 
Previous to his departure, the agent 
said that Aguinaldo was willing to ac- 
cept autonomy similar to that of the 
British native Indian States, which are 
nominally self-governed under British 
control. 

The religious tithe question, he said, 
was one of the principal incentives to 
rebellion of Filipinos, who believe that 
the Americans will confirm and ap- 
prove the Spanish monks’ system of 
squeezing contributions out of the peas- 
antry.

American Army Expects to Take 
- Possession of Bocave,. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

“MANILA, March 28, 9 p.m.—[By Ma- 
nila Cable.] The engineers are repair- 
ing bridges, the rebels having failed to 
destroy the iron work, and the railroad 
is kept busy hurrying supplies to the 
front. The country to Malolos is level, 
with occasional streams and patches of 
wood, but there are no more jungles. 

The American troops will advance at 
daylight, taking four days’ rations with 
them and having 200 rounds of ammun!- 
tion in their belts. They expect to 
take Bocave, on the railroad to the 
east of Bulacan. tomorrow. It is a dif- 
ficult position, protected by streams. 
The American line is about twelve hun- 
dred yards from that of. the rebels.

The American reports show that 
twenty men were killed and sixty-one 
younded on our side yesterday.

BROUGHT BACK THE DEAD, 


Bodies of Cuban Heroes to Rest in 
Their Native Land. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, March 28.—The United 
States transport Crook arrived here to- 
night, having on board the bodies of 
the soldiers who died during the cam- 
paign of Porto Rico and the bodies of 
671 of the soldier dead from Santiago, 
She will remain in the bay all night. 
According to the quartermaster’s de- 
partment the Crook will weigh anchor 
tomorrow morning, and go at once to 
the army pier at the foot of Pacific

partment is sure that there will be no 
cases of mistaken identity.

Lieut. Goha Tells of Their Char- 
acteristics: and Methods, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


of the Fourteenth Infantry, regulars, 
stationed at Governor’s Island, saw 
service in the Philippines from August 
to November last. Speaking of the bat- 
tle now going on outside of Manila, 
Lieut. Gohn said to a reporter of the 
World: 

“I believe that this will be the last 
regular battle with the Filipinos. When 
this campaign is over, their military 
strength will be shattered. But it will 
Le a long time before the insurgents 
are conquered, I think it will be a mat- 
ter ef years, perhaps. two or three, The 
determined resistance they are making 
against our forces is not strange to me. 
Human life is a very cheap thing with 
the Filipinos. They are absolutely 
reckless in exposing themselves, and go 
to the slaughter willingly. They will 
fight hand to hand if forced. 

‘‘About one-third of Aguinaldo’s army 
had Mauser rifles when I left. A con- 
siderable portion had single-shot Rem- 
ingtons. They were not then very fa- 
miliar with the use of firearms, but 
they are a people who learn quickly. 
How they came to acquire such a quan- 
tity of Mausers is hard to say. They 
captured some with the Spanish pris- 
oners. They undoubtedly stole the 
others. But there is no doubt they are 
getting assistance from the outside. 
They have money, and they know how 
to use it. Smuggling is going on con- 
stantly. We stopped a good deal of it 
while I was there, and once or twice 
captured some artillery consigned to 
Aguinaldo’s army. 

- “They had no artillery when I left, 
and I doubt that they ~have any to 
speak of now. Artillery, however, is 
not of much service in that country, as 
the heavy guns cannot be moved easily. 


All around Manila 
the country is low and swampy, and it 
would be a tough job to move artillery 


through it. 
“The Filipinos can build. good 
trenches. Those that I saw were first- 


class.. They do not protect the ap- 
proaches with barbed wire as the Span- 
ish did in.

Fate at the Hands of a Mob.

Although nominally in Sheriff George

At the same mo- 
ment men burst in the back door'of tne 
restaurant with drawn revolvers. The 
single guard was simply paralyzed with 
fear, and made no resistance. Sander- 
son was lying in bed asleep, but was 
awekened by the noise. Without a 
protest Sanderson arose and partially 
dressed. The mob, with Sanderson, 
marched to Banner Creek, tied a rope 
around his neck and fastened the 
other end to a beam. They then gave 
him a kick and with a few convulsive 
jerks Sanderson was dead. His neck 
was disjointed by the fall of twelve 
feet, and death must have come “al- 
most instantly. The mob then quietly 


dispersed. 


The body was cut down by Sheriff 
Hass about 5 o’clock this morning and 
taken to a local undertaking establish- 
ment, where it lies awaiting the dispo- 
sition of relatives.

of Sending Report, %54—The 
Enemy’s Loss Estimated 
at 2700. 


Following is the official report of 
Brig.-Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, com- 
manding the First Brigade, Second Di- 
vision, Eighth Army Corps, in the ac- 
tions about Manila from February 4 to 
February 15, inclusive. The report is 
a copy of the one rendered to his divi- 
sion commander and also to the War 
Department. It is accompanied by a 
list of casualties, both by numbers and 
names, amounting to 100 in all on that 
part of the line. The total number of 


casualties, as officially stated, in the 


Eighth Army Corps up to the date of 
the sailing of the ship which brought 
this report, had reached 354, viz,: 3 offi- 
cers and 70 enlisted men killed, 13 of- 


 ficers and 266 enlisted men wounded 


and 2 enlisted men missing. The losses 
of the enemy up to the same date were 
estimated at 2700, though in the nature 
of the case they could not be known 
accurately. 


REPORT OF OPERATIONS. 


HEADQUARTERS FIRST BRIGADE, | 

Second Division, kighth Army Corps, | 

IN tHE FIELD NEAR CALOOCAN, 
(north of Manila,) February 15, 1899. 

To the Adjutant-General, Second Di- 
vision, Eighth Army €orps, Sir: I have 
the honor to submit the following re- 
port upon the operations of my bri- 
gade, posted on the left of the division 
line in front of Manila, from Saturday 
1899, to date. 

On that night, about 9 o’clock, an 
alarm was given, caused by an insur- 
feent attack upon the position of the 
First Nebraska Infantry, of the Second 
Brigade of this division, holding the 
San Juan River bridge in front of the 
right center of the division line. _ 

Within a few minutes after the firing 
began shots commenced to fall near 
my headquarters on Santa Mesa street 
in the Sampaloc district, and I at once 
issued the necessary orders for meet- 
4ng the expected attack upon my bDri- 
gade outposts, acting in accordance with 
a_previously-arranged plan. 

These outposts were located in the 
from left to ,right: 
The Twentieth Kansas Infantry held 
the left of the line, extending from the 
bay at the blockhouse on the peninsula 
at Vitas Creek to and beyond the tram- 
way line. Next on the right were the 
outposts of the Third United States 


. Artillery, extending from the Kansas 


right to and beyond the track of the 
Manila and Dagupan Railway. Then 
came the First Montana Infantry, ex- 
tending to and across the Caloocan 
road, just north of St. Lazaro Hos- 
pital, and covering the crossroads be- 
yond, with forks leading, ong toward 
Caloocan and the other to the Chinese 
Hospital. On the right of the Montana 
outposts were those of the Tenth 
Pennsylvania, occupying the ground to 
the left of the Second Brigade; and 


. joining its outpost line. 


The then existing order for reinforc- 


_ ing this line involved the following 


movements: Two battalions of the 
Twentieth Kansas, two battallions of 
the Third United States Artillery 
(serving as infantry,) and one battal- 
ion of the Tenth Pennsylvania, were 


-to be sent to the front from their city 


barracks without delay, in case of 
alarm, to support their respective out- 
posts and also the Montana outpost, 
while that regiment was held in re- 
serve within the city to meet any 
emergency that might arise. Early in 
the operations. however, all the troops 
of the brigade, with the exception of 
absolutely re- 
aquired to be kept in the rear, were 
drawn to the firing line. 

The prescribed preliminary move- 
ments having been initiated through 
orders from my city headquaraers, I 
moved out, with my staff, about 10 
o'clock p.m., and took position tempo- 
rarily on the extension of the Calle 
de Iris at the crossing of the tramway 
running northward on Lemery street. 
After remaining there about half an 
hour. | continued in the direction of 
the firing line, with the approval of 
the division commander, Maj.-Gen. Ar- 
thur MacArthur, whose’ temporary 
headquarters had been established in 
the vicinity of the Presidio de Manila 
(Bilibid Prison.) 

The left regiment of the line, the 
Twentieth Kansas Infantry, under Col. 
Funston. was compelled, in order to 
reach suitable greund--for deployment 
into line of battle and ‘clear the nu- 
merous natural obstructions, such as 
dikes, sloughs and thickets, on its 
to. advance beyond its former 
sutpost line near the stone bridge in 
front of the tramway. roundhouse, and 
take position on a new line well up 
toward the isolated blockhouse on the 
veninsula at the mouth of Vitas Creek. 


near the bay shore; the line extending 


thence eastwardly to «a connection 
with the outpost line of the Third 
United States Artillery, in the dikes, 
rice fields and bamboo jungles on the 
right and left of the steam railway 

in front of the position occupied by 
the Third United States Artillery was 
a thick bamboo jungle, in which were 
concealed rebel sharpshooters, whose 
fire inflicted much loss upon that com: 
mand during the night of Saturday and 
the day of Sunday, witheut tne troops 
being able to return the fre effectively, 
as it was rare that a Filipino sharp- 
shooter could be seen in the jungle. 
In order to reach the concealed rehel 
sharpshooters, I directed that a num- 
ber of shots from the 3.2 gun, and also 
from the Nordenfeldt stationed in the 
road to the left, be fired, at a safe 
oblique angle, into this wood: and 
also directed Maj. Kobbe, commanding 
the Third Artillery, to resort more to 
volley firing, even though ihe enemy 
could not be seen in any iniumbers. 
These measures had the desired effect, 
in part, and the insurgent fire at that 
point was thereafter materially slack- 


_. ened. The heavy losses of this gallant 


regiment in Sunday’s fight (5 killed and 
19 wounded) show the destructive 
character of the enemy's copcecled 
fire. which was much more damaging 
than his fire from the.open. ms 
The first action with the eneiny cn 
the Kansas front continued through- 
out the night of Saturday, Fevruary 4, 
with intervals of comparative quiet. 
tree enemy being concealed in the thick 
voods in front and using sinckeless 
2eowder. so that his positions were not 
revecied to our firing line. Much vol- 


‘liv-flrings was also resorted to here 


During the night hasty en- 
trenchments had been constructed 
nieng the ieft front, and a stone-dirt- 
2rqd-sandbag barricade built across the 
road near the gate leading to the’block- 
house on the peninsula. Behind this 
“arricade were posted two guns of 
Grant's battery of the Utah Light Ar- 
titlery, under Lieut. Seaman, but di-

self. 

During the same night Maj. Cooke 
of the First Montana reported to me 
on the left with one company of that 
regiment, and was placed in support 
of the Kansas firing line. Later this 
company was moyed to the extreme 
left flank, placed in an entrenched po- 
sition near the large warehouse located 
there, and faced directly west, to meet 
a concealed sharpshooting fire which 
had been opened from that direction. 
Subsequently this company was _ re- 
\ieved and Maj. Cooke was sent with, 
‘t to its proper place in his own cegi- 
ment. . 

Another company of this regiment 
was dispatched on Sunday to 
strengthen the Third Artillery, and Was 
placed in position at the stone block- 
house (No, 2) on the right of Maj.. 
Kobbe’s command. 

The first advance of about 200 yards 
was made on Sunday afternoon, and 
when the line again moved forward 
from this position on the same day, one 
Kansas company was left to occupy 
the entrenched. position facing west, 
and guard details numbering some 
sixty men continued to hold the block- 
house on the peninsula. Still later both 
of these small bodies were relieved, at 
my request, by a company of the 
Twenty-third United States Infantry, 
sent out from Manila through the cour- 
tesy of the major-general commanding 
the corps, and were thus enabled to 
join their respective regiments on the 
firing line further to the front. 

The general advance ordered for Sun- 
day was participated in by all the reg- 
iments of the brigade. namely, the 
Twentieth Kansas, Col. Frederick Fun- 
ston; the First Montana, Col. Harry 
©. Kessler; the Third United States 
Artillery (serving as infantry,) Maj. 
W. A. Kobbe, and the Tenth Pennsylva- 
nia. Col. A. L. Hawkins, posted from left 
to right in the order named. 

The forward movement was con- 
ducted with skill and gallantry, and 
was successful at every point. The 


ecuted by each command on this oc- 
casion gre.gescribed in the reports of 
the several regimental commanders, 
submitted herewith and to which I call 
attention, on account of the special 
recommendations contained in some of 
them. 

By night the new positions had been 
reached, the whole line having been 
carried forward several hundred yards. 

During the forward movement of 
that afternoon the Twentieth Kansas 
Infantry had impetuously advanced 
under a severe fire nearly five hundred 
yards intended for it by the division 
commander, and had gallantly captured 
the two strong earthworks built by the 
enemy months before across the Ca- 
loocan road, besides taking two adja- 
cent blockhouses, losing: several men 
in the operation, but punishing the en- 
emy severely. Fearing that these troops 
had advanced within the zone of fire 
previously agreed upon for the navy, 
and had thus jeopardized that part of 
our line, the division commander sent 
& peremptory order to the commander 
of the Kansas regiment to withdraw to 
the Gagalanguin Church, in the ham- 
let of San José, on the Caloocan road, 
which he did, reaching his retired po- 
sition shortly before dusk. 

Upon examining the ground, however, 
I was convinced that the left should 
again. be thrown forward in order to 
correct the brigade alignment. This 
was accordingly done early on the 
following day, with the approval of the 
division commander, after proper rep- 
resentation had been made to him as 
to the true situation. — 

On the same morning (having ad- 
vanced my headquarters the evening 
before to the point just described,) I 
had the honor to receive a telegraphic 
inquiry direct from Maj.-Gen. E. S. 
Otis, commanding the Eighth Army 
Corps, agking, in effect, whether I re- 
quired assistance. I responded that I 
felt able to handle the situation in my 
front, unless there should be a formid- 
able renewal of the night attacks of 
the enemy, in which event it might 
possibly be found desirable to supply 
me with another battalion, or even a 
regiment. The necessity for this meas- 
ure did not, however, arise. 

Later in the same day (Monday) still 
another advance was made, and a new 
line established, resting a little in ad- 
vance of blockhouse No. 1, situated on 
the railway, and I located my head- 
quarters between the wagon road and 
the railway line, a few rods in rear of 
the new position. This line, already 
partially entrenched, being part of the 
old Spanish position, was further 
strengthened by our troops and ren- 
dered as nearly impregnable as possi- 
ble. The right and center of the line 
also having been advanced, a substan- 
tial alignment was made from left to 
right, extending from the bay east- 
ward to the stone blockhouse (No. 2,) 
near to and in advance of the Church 
de la Loma, on the high, open mesa 
where division headquarters had been 
established, after the victorious ad- 
vance of Sunday on that. part of the 
line, by the Pennsylvania and. Mon- 
tana regiments, and the Third United 
Artillery. 

n establishing the fightin osition 
at the stone blockhouse Hg at the 
Church de la Loma, respectively. the 
division commander had directed the 
placing of two companies of the Tenth 
Pennsylvania Regiment within the 
walls of this churchyard: and the com- 
pany of-the Twentieth Kansas which I. 
had previously sent to the right center 
was posted-in support of the guns at 
the stone blockhouse. * Subsequently 
this company was relieved by a com- 
pany from the First Montana (Jensen’s) 
and permitted to return to its proper 
place in the regimental line. 

These unavoidable drafts upon the 
Pennsvlvania regiment left Col. Haw- 
kins with but four companies oan the 
fighting line, as the regiment, & two- 
battalion organization, has two com- 
panies on duty at Corregidor Island. 
For this reason, and with the approval 
of the division commander, I ordered 
on the night of the 7th inst., two re- 
serve companies of the First Montana. 
under Maj. Drennan, to march from 
their barracks in the city to the sup- 
port of the Tenth Pennsylvania. These 
troops arrived on the ground about 11 
o'clock p.m., took position in the in- 
trenchments already constructed by 
Col. Hawkins on the left of his ¢hin 
line, and still occupy the position then 
assigned them. ; 

The new line thas established was 
held without any considerable resist- 
ance from the enemy until late in the 
afternoon of Tuesday, the 7th, when 
a sharp fight was suddenly brought on 
by one of the Kansas captains in front 
of blockhouse No. 1. Acting upon his 
own motion, he had advanced with half 
his company into a thick wood to the 
left of the railway line, where a body 
of insurgents was concealed and firing 
upon our outposts. I was near the 
spot at the time, and the gun fire from 
the wood having satisfied me that a 
sharp combat was in progress, and 
that it was necessary to silence the 
enemy at that point, or encourage him 
unduly by our silence, I directed Col.

It is a sincere and deep pleasure for 
me to be able to bear personal witness 
to the good conduct of the troops un- 
der my direct command throughout the 
various operations and conflicts here 
described. The regiments, 
companies and batteries have, without 
exception, borne themselves like gooa 
soldiers. showing conspicuous steadi- 
ness. ardor. determination and __in- 
trepidity, and the only infractions of 
discipline on the battle lines which 
warrant even mention here have been 
due to the resistless desire of the vic- 
tors to pursue the fleeing enemy be- 
vond the limits of present orders. With- 
out exception, all of the organizations 
engaged have proved themselves 
worthy of the proud name of American 
soldiers. 

The conduct of the regimental com- 
manders was all that could be desired 
by the most exacting general officer. 
In the nature of the case, with a line 
of battle so extended and 
ground so varied in its conformation 
and character, it was necessary, after 
the general plan of action had been 
settled, and was well understood, to

GREAT TELEGRAPHY. 


FROM FRANCE TO ENGLAND WITH- 
OLT A WIRE. 


Thirty-two Miles of Distance Tra- 
versed by the Sympathetic Vi- 
brations—Nearly Double the Pre- 
vious Record — London Times 
Prints the’ First Press Message. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
LONDON. March 29.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] Guglielmo Marconi,. ihe in- 
venior. who recently, after long lelay, 
obtained permission from the French 
fovernment to establish a station on 
the French coast for the purpose of 
experimentins with wireless .\elegraphy 
between England and *rance, 
nounces that he has ronducted success- 
ful experiments between the South 
Foreland. County of Kent, and Bou- 
logne, at the mouth of the Lanne. 
The Times this morning vrints r hun- 
dre-word Wgpatch, the first press mes- 
sage by the Marconi system of Wire- 
less telegraph, describing the exter- 
iments between the South Foreland 
and Boulogne. The experiments were 
conducted with the Morse code, which 
was read as distinctly as if the ter- 
mini had been connected with wires, 
The distance from South Foreland 


lighthouse‘to Boulogne-Sur-Mer js thir- 


ty-two miles, the greatest vrevious fis- 
tance covered having been eighteen 
miles. between Poole and Bourne- 
mouth, in England. An experience of 
fourteen months has shown the in- 
ventur that no kind of weather will 
stop the-working of his apparatus. The 
vertical conductor he uses is the main 
feature of his system, and he has 
found that the distance to which sig- 


nals may be sent varies according to 


the square of the length of this con- 
ductor. For signalling eighteen miles, 
he uses a conductor eighty yzeet high. 
His experiments have already proven 


i that when such a vertical wire or con-_ 


ductor is employed, no hindrance to 
signalling is caused by hills or other 
obstacles or by the curvature of the 
earth. . 

Sig. Marconi is now in his 26th year. 
He is an Italian, and it was in Italy 
that he began his special work. The 
Italian government paid him a large 
sum of money for his invention, to be 
used on warships. From Italy he went 
to England, and’ his suceess there has 
already interested Emperor William, 
who has instructed German experts to 
experiment with the wireless system 
for the benefit of the German army 
and navy. Marconi recently, in the 
course of a lecture on the system, il- 
lustrated its principle by likening it 
to that wpon which a tuning fork will 
respond to vibrations caused by strik- 
ing another tuning fork near ie.

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THE RICKARD BILL. 

Information comes from Sacramento 

: to the effect that Gov. Gage has af- 
fixed his official signature to the 
Rickard Bill, which provides for the 
arrangement of the names of eandi- 
dates, on election ballots, in parallel 
columns, under the headings of their 

respective parties, instead of plac ing 
the names of the candidates for each 
office in a group, followed by the 
name of the party or parties nominat- 

— {ng them, The signature of the Gov- 
ernor makes the Rickard Bill a law of 
tho State, and its provisions must be 
adhered to until the law is repealed, 
as it probably will be at the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 

As Tre has heretofore pointed 
out, the provisions of this new meas- 
ure are mischievous, in that they tend 
to minimize the influence of the inde- 
pendent voter, to make dishonest vot- 
ing easier, to encourage careless vot- 
ing, to place a premium upon illiteracy, 

-gnd to aid rather than discourage the 
machinations of machine politicians, 
bosses, and-corruptionists. Under the 
plan of-arrangement which has for 
some years been in use, the voter was 
obliged to scan each name on the bal- 
lot in order to vote intelligently. Un- 
der the Rickard act he has only to 
place a cross over the column con- 
taining the names of one party or an- 
other, in order to vote the “straight” 
ticket of that party. This method of 
voting will render the identification of 
purchased ballots easier—for the pur- 
chaser or his agents—and will _ favor 
the election of bad men who may 
chance to get nominated on a party 
ticket, as many voters who would 
otherwise refuse to vote for such men 
will not take the trouble to discrimi- 
nate against them, but will save them- 
gelves the work of voting for candi- 
dates separately, by making a cross 
over the head of their party ticket. 

The law which has. been in opera- 
tion in California for some years past 
was in most respects satisfactory. 
Some amendment was needed in the 
sections prescribing the method of 
counting the ballots, in order that the 
result of the vote might be ascertained 
with as little delay as possible after 
the, closing of the polls. But the 
Rickard act is an amendment of the 
Jaw in the wrong direction, and it 
should not be permitted to stand 
the law of the State. '

Gage that he has given his official 
sanction-to this mischievious measure, 
which is clearly in the interest of po- 
litical trickery and against the inter- 
ests of clean politics.

This isn’t a bad platform, by any 
means.

Watterson’s suggestions, it would have 
at least a fighting chance of success in 
the campaign of 1900. But there is 
not even a remote probability that it 
willdo so. Bryanism, Altgeldism, free 
silverism, Populism, and other isms 
too numerous to mention, have got so 
tight a cinch upon the erstwhile Dem- 
ocratic party that it cannot hope to 
break away from these entangling al- 
liances until it has had at least one 
‘more severe trouncing. 


SUGAR AND THE TARIFF. 
The wisdom of the administration 
in deciding to maintain a tariff against 


the Philippines, in order to protect | 
the American beet-sugar industry, is 
forcibly shown by the statement of an 
agent of the Treasury Department, 
who has been in Porto Rico investi- 
gating the sugar question there. He 
shows that sugar can be placed upon 
the market in Porto Rico for 2 cents 
a pound, whereas the lowest cost of 
production in this country is 3% cents. 
biws productive possibilities of Porto 
Rico may not be exceedingly large, 
but in the Philippine Islands they are 
far greater, and the cost of production 
would, perhaps, be still lower than in 
Porto Rico. The consequence would 
be, that if sugar were admitted free of 
duty from those countries, the produc- 
tion of sugar in the United States 
would no longer be profitable. What 
a calamity this would be to the Amer- 
ican farmer is evident from the fact 
that a large section of the United 
States has been shown to be fit for 
culture of the sugar beet, and that we 
now send abroad every year’ nearly 
$100,000,000 for sugar, all of which 
might easily be produced in the United 
States. 

It is reported that the Democrats, in 
their next national campaign, will de- 
mand that trusts be not protected by 
tariff legislation, and will ask the re- 
moval of duty on sugar, in order to at- 
tack the trusts with foreign competi- 
tion. It is all right to regulate the 
trusts when they go-beyond the limits . 
of reason and ‘justice, but to take off 
the duty on sugar, in order to knock 
out the sugar trust, would be about 
equivalent to a man's cutting off his 
nose to spite his face. .The farmers 
of the United States—and especially 
of California—are not likely to be en- 
thusiastic admirers of any such a pro- 
gramme as that outlined. 


SOMETHING LIKE A DROUGHT. 

When we talk about a drought in 
Southern California—and, fortunately, 
we do not have to talk-about that any 
more—we know very little about 
what a real drought is. Advices from 
Australia tell of a terrible condition of 
affairs which prevails in that coun- 
try. Millions of sheep and hundreds 
of thousands of horses and cattle have 
died from lack of moisture. The set- 
tlers are on the verge of bankruptcy, 
and men who have been working for 
twenty years to build up homes. are 
penniless. Altogether it is estimated 
that 50 per cent. of the stock has suc- 
cumbed to the drought. In Adelaide, 
the capital of South ‘Australia, the 
thermometer went to 168 deg. in the 
sun. 

There are several lessons which we 
of Southern California may learn from 
this calamity which has fallen upon. 
the people of Australia. In the first 
place we, of this favored section, are 
too much inclined to grumble at 
trifles. With a climate that is /ad- 
mitted to be equal to anything found 
in the world, and superior to most, we 
are too much like the sybarite who 
complained because one of the rose 
leaves which formed his couch was 
crumpled. 

Again, we see in the condition of 


these Australian stock raisers the 
advantage of diversifying our indus- 
tries. Twenty-five years ago, had the 


should remind us of the great im- 
portance of conserving the forests in 
the mountain regions, whence we de- 
rive our water for irrigation. A large 
part of Russia is just now «suffering 
from a terrible famine, thousands of 
the unfortunate people being driven 


to eat bread made from _ saw- 
dust, and other substitutes for 
wholesome food.

COL. EGBERT’S FATE. 


Passing of a Brave Man Who Fought 
in Many Battles. 


[Horace H. Fgbcrt in San Francisco 
Examiner:] For forty years Col Harry 
C. Egbert fought in the United States 
army. He survived the horrors of 
Libby to fight Chiefs Joseph and Ge- 
ronimo on the plains of Arizona and 
New Mexico, and the Spaniards at 
San Juan, only to die at last in the 
Philippines at the hands of Agul- 
naldo’s rabble. 

Col. Egbert was a fighter., Years of 
his long service were on the fighting 
line. Perhaps if he had been. more 
of a politician he might now be occu- 
pying an easy position of prominence 
and command. 


When the civil war broke out he was [| 
a lawyer in Philadelphia. His father | 


had been a surgeon in the navy and 
his grandfather was a colonel in the 
regular army. He was made a lieu- 
tenant and came out of the war with 
a captain's rank, two brevets and sev- 
eral wounds. 

It was at Bethseda Church in Vir- 
ginia that he was wounded first— 
Confederate bullets breaking both of 
his legs. After he had recovered and 
joined his company, he was captured, 
taken to Libby prison, exchanged and 
soon after captured again. This time 
he escaped and returned to his com- 
mand in time to fight at Gettysburg. 

After the war he engaged in half 
a dozen Indian campaigns where there 
was plenty of fighting. At: Wounded 
Knee and Pine Ridge, Egbert, then a 
major, was with his regiment. When 
the Spanish war broke out he was at 
Fort Thomas, Ky., as lieutenant-colonel 
of the Sixth Infantry, but commanding 
the regiment because of Col. Coch- 
rane’s illness. 

At San Juan, a Mauser ball from a 
Spanish rifle passed through his left 
lung, and he was left lying on the 
field unconscious for hours. The dis- 
patches contained his name as among 
those killed, but a month later he was

back at Fort Thomas waiting to be 
assigned to the Twenty-second In- 
fantry. Afterward he was made brig- 
adier-general of volunteers, and with 
his new command was ordered to. Ma- 
nila. 

Col. Egbert was within a year or two 
of retirement, and was urged by his 
friends in Cincinnati, where he had 
been stationed lately, to retire. But he 
did not believe there would be much 
trouble with Aguinaldo. 

Just before the transport Senator 
sailed from this port, Col. Egbert said 
to me: | 

‘Gen. Shafter thinks are likely to 
have some fighting down there, but I 
Go not think there will be much 
‘trouble.”’ 

Col. Egbert, when he went into ac- 
tion at Bethesda Church, did not think 
there was going to be ‘‘much trouble.” 
He had both legs broken by Confed- 
erate bullets. 

Col. Egbert, when he led his regiment 
through the jungle at San Juan and 
cut the famous barb-wire fence, did not 
think there was going to be “much 
trouble.”” He only saw half of that 
“trouble,” because a Mauser bullet 
drilled a hole through his lung. 

And when Col. Egbert was ordered to 
Manila he did not think there was go- 
ing to be ‘“‘much trouble.” 

A Filipino bullet ended his life there. 

Col. Egbert was perhaps the smallest 
officer in the army. He weighed but 
110 pounds, but after you talked with 
him a while you forgot he was. so 
slight. 

The first dispatches after San Juan 
reported “him dead. I was talking with 
him about this just before he sailed 
away to fight and die. 

“Oh,” he said, with a slight smile, 
“that is no new thing for me. Twice 
during the rebellion I was reported as 
having been killed. On one of those oc- 
casions I was wounded slightly; on the 
other I was not hurt at all.” 

By being “wounded slightly,” Col. 
Egbert referred to his experience at! 
Bethesda Church, when both his legs 
were broken. When he was “not hurt 
at all,”’ was the time his horse was shot 
under him, and, being separated from 
his command, the Confederates cap- 
tured him and carried him away to 
‘Libby Prison. 

Col. Egbert’s wife and three daugh- 
ters accompanied him‘to Manila. His 
son, James, 18 years of age, enlisted in 


;the regiment as a private, so that he 


might be with his father. - 

While the colonel was a fighter, he 
was no politician, and he saw his junior 
officers and civilians with nothing like 
his experience and record of service, 
promoted to important commands. 

I asked him why he did not retire, 
done, instead of tak- 
ng the long journey to a tropi 
unhealthy country. pica! and 

“Well, I’m pretty tough,” he an- 
swered, “and I’ve managed to get 
through a good deal of fighting. I 
don’t think they will kill me off be- 
fore my time. Besides, I guess we won't 
have much trouble down there.” 

Harry C. Egbert was born {tn Penn- 
sylvania, January 8, 1839. He entered 
the service, from civil life, being ap- 
pointed first lieutenant of the Twelfth 
Infantry, September 23, 1861. April 
1, 1865, he was made captain and April 
23. 1890. was major of the Seventeenth 
Infantry. The brevet rank of captain 
was bestowed for gallant services at 
the battle of North Anna, Va., and 
of major, U.S.A., for gallant nnd mer- 
itorious services at the battle of Be- 
thesda Church, Va. .He saw service 
in the field from the opening to the 
close of the civil war, and in ’81 and ’82 
was engaged in campaigns  angainst 
White Mountain and Chiricahua ‘n- 
dians. At the battle of Cedar Moun- 
tain he was captured and sent to Libby 
Prison, being exchanged in ’62. He was 
engaged at Fredericksburg. Rappa- 
hannock. Chancellorsville, fiettysbureg, 
Mine Run, battles of the Wilderness, 
Laurel Hill, Spottslyvania and North 
Anna. He was captured by the rebels 
at Gettysburg and escaped nnd was 
severely wounded at the battle of Be- 
thesda Church, June 3, 1864. He rom- 
manded the Sixth Infantry in the San- 
tiago campaign —until shot through 
the body. July 1, 1898. For his distin- 
guished services here he was »romoted 
@ brigadier-general of volunteers, which 
grade he held until 1898, when in the 
reduction of the army, he was honor- 
ably discharged. He was promoted 
colonel in the regular army July }, 
1898. and assigned to the Twenty-sec- 
‘ond Infantry. He arrived with. his 
regiment in Manila March 4, 1899, and 
on March 25 was killed in battle. Hor- 
ace H. Egbert of San Francisco, ‘s 
a cousin of the late colonel.

A REVENUE RULING. 


Some of the Things That Need not 
Be Stamped. 

In response to an inquiry from J. C. 
Oliver of this city, J. W. Wilson, Com. | 
missioner of Internal Revenue, says: 

‘(1.) That there is no stamp required 
on the notarial certificate of acknow!l- 
edgement to deeds and mortgages, 
whether such certificate be printed in 
the instrument or attached thereto. 

“(2.) The same rule applies to chat- 
tel mortgages as well as to mortages 
of real estate, and also to small deeds 
and mortgages that do not require 
stamps. 

“(3.) There is no stamp tax required 
on notarial certificates~-of acknowl- 

gement to deeds and mortgages, 
whatever the amount involved therein.”’

MOUNT LOWE ROAD SOLD. 


BID IN FOR VALENTINE PEYTON 
AND SINGER ESTATE. 

One Hundred and Ninety Thousand 
Dollars the Parchasing Price, 


Reorganization to Be Effected by 
the cw Owners. 


For some time there has been con- 
Siderable speculation as to the out- 
come of the affairs of the Pasadena 
and Mount Wilson Railway, popularly 
known as the Mount Lowe Railway. 
The stockholders long ago lost control 
of the road, and a syndicate repre- 
senting some of the bondholders got 
control of it, J. S. Torrence being made 
receiver. The bonds of the company 
amounted to $500,000, each bond being 
for $1000. 

Six months or more ago some per- 
sons began quietly buying up these 
bonds at from $25 to $28 each, it fin- 
ally transpiring that the purchasers 
were Arthur B. Cody of Chicago and 
Valentine Peyton of Danville, Ill., and 
many bonds were thus secured. Mr. 
Cody is a young attorney, and is sup- 
posed to represent the Singer estate, 


Horace Singer is dead, and his’ son 
Charles represents the estate. A day 
or two ago Mr. Singer arrived here 
and brought letters of credit for a 
large sum, it thus being evident that 
he did not intend to let the road go 
for a song. He found that A. B. Cody 
had not been idle, but had secured a 
large number of the bonds, as well 
as adjudicated claims against the com- 
pany. Mr. Peyton had been even more 
energetic, and held a controlling inter- 
est in the road. The Singer estate and 
Mr. Peyton were owners of over five- 
sixths of all the bérids, leaving only 
ninety in the hands of other persons. 
Under an order of the Superior 
Court, the road was sold at auction 


‘yesterday from the steps of the Court- 


house, for the benefit of the holders of 
the bonds and the adjudicated claims, 
Henry Newby of Pasadena being the 
commissioner of the court in making 
the sale and Deputy Sheriff Slater act- 
ing as auctioneer., The sale was be- 
gun at 12 o’clock. 


J. A. Muir. was present to guard 


| twenty-five bonds held by the South- 


ern Pacific Railroad, and he made one 
bid, though it was understood that 
his company.had no desire to._purchate 
the property. 

P. M. Green, president of the First 


| National Bank of Pasadena, represent- 


ing some of the bondholders, made the 
initial bid of $100,000, Mr. Muir raising 
the price offered to $150,000. Arthur L. 
Hawes, a friend of Mr. Peyton, bid 
$155,000; Mr. Green, $160,000; Mr. Hawes, 
$180,000; Mr. Hawes, 
$190,000, at which price the property 
was knocked down. 

Mr. Peyton gave his check for -$20,- 
000 to bind the sale, and the road 
passed into his hands. 

It ‘is understood that the Singer 
estate will hold the bonds in its pos- 
session, and that all other bonds will 
be redeemed at $38 each, the prorata 
price at which the road was bid in. 

The road will be at once reorganized. 
When the deed is made out it will be 


to the Pasadena and Mount Lowe Rail- | 


way Company, as the name is to be 
changed in compliment to Prof. Lowe, 
who built the road. Valentine Pey- 
ton will be president of the new com- 
pany; A. B. Cody, first vice-president; 
J. S. Torrence, second vice-president 
and general manager. The other direc- 
tors will bé Charles Singer, W. F. Bots- 
ford, president of the California Bank 
in this city, and Col John D. Pope. 

The Singer estate owns 115 of the 
bonds, Mr. Peyton has 395, and there 
are ninety in the hands of other per- 
sons. 

Velentine Peyton is a man of great 
wealth. He has a brother, Col. Pey- 
ton, who is president of one of ¢he 
principal banks at Spokane, Wash., 
and in that section the two brothers 
have large interests.in mines and other 
property. 

Under the management of Mr. Tor- 
rence, the road has been doing well. 
The new owners will at once pat it in 
first-class. repair. Prof. Lowe built 
the road on government land, but by a 
recent act of Congress the right-of-way 
for the road and for the hotels has 
been secured to the. nea: company. 
This right extends to the top of Mount 
Lowe, a considerable distance beyond 
Alpine tavern, where the road now 
ends. It will be ‘continued to the top 
of the mountain. 

The fare has been very high over 
the road. Prof. Lowe at first eharged 
$5 for the round-trip. The receiver has 
made it about $3. Mr. Peyton proposes 
to popularize the road by putting the 


‘fare over it within the reach of all 


classes. He has figured the matter 
out, so he thinks it can be made to 
pay. a fair interest on $300,000.

The next he remembers is finding 
himself lying in a gutter in a part of 
town south of Boyle Heights. He had 
had $100 in a purse, and this was gone. 
A valuable gold watch with his initials 
was not taken. For some three hours 
Phe wandered about until he finally 
found an acquaintance at the Westmin- 
ster drug store, who loaned him $2. He 
hove in sight late at night at-a Main- 
street hotel and told his story as above.

Banbury is a member of the family 
of J. W. Banbury, who, in a saloon 
fight several months ago, had his jaw 
broken. The assault on Banbury 
seems to have been committed in al- 
most precisely the same manner as 
that on R. A. de Alward, a Seventh 
Regiment boy, several months ago.

1897, 
a man named Miller presented a card 
of introduction to him from a jeweler 
named Moore, the card bearing the 
information that Moore had bought 
stones from the bearer, and he had 
another one he wished to dispose of. 
Miller displayed the stone, but Young 
cut him short and he left, but next 
day returned and asked Young to make 
an offer for the diamond. The cigar 
dealer said he would give $100 for the 
stone, bat Miller refused such a miser- 
able sum for a stone that weighed 
over three carats. There being no ad- 
vance in price offered, Miller left, but 
returned later, and closed with the of- 
fer made, handed the stone—which at 
that time was set in a heavy setting— 
and received from Young a check on 


the bank for $100. Within fifteen or. 


twenty minutes, Detective Goodman 
went to Young and told him that a 
man was trying to cash a $100 check 
of his, and he asked him if it was all 
right. He received the reply that it 
was, and that the check had been given 
in payment for a diamond ring. Bur- 
glaries had been rather frequent during 
the preceding months, and the officer 
pricked his ears when he heard of the 
diamond ring. He was shown the ring 
by Young, and asked if he might keep 
it for a short time, and obdtaining the 
required permission, he went away. 
But this procedure somewhat disturbed 
the cigar man, and he hustled ov 
to see the jeweler, Moore, who had 
sent Miller to him. Upon arriving at 
Moore’s place, he found Goodman, and 
Moore in conference together. Next 
day, however, Young was reassured 
for the time being, as the detective re- 
turned the diamond ring to him with 


the statement that it was all right, 


and that Yceeing could safely buy it if 
he wanted to. This last remark was 
prompted by the knowledge that when 
suspicion was first aroused, payment 
had. been stopped on the check. 

As appeared from the testimony of 
Miss Georgia Truman, when the detec- 


| tive reassured Young regarding the dia- 
| mond, he was about to purchases, there

officers no less than three itemized 
statements of the articles stolen from 
the Truman residence, the last of these 
being circumstantial and descriptive in 
detail. 

Upon the assurance of Goodman, the 
purchase was consummated by Young, 
who went to the bank and got the $160 
for Miller, and from at time on the 
latter has not been seen in the city. 
About three weeks later Detective 
Goodman again appeared upon the 
scene and again requested that the ring 
be loaned to him. He took it away, 
promising to return it next day. It 
Was not returned at that time, but 
Young did learn then that the diamond 
wes claimed by the Truman family as 
being a stone that was set while in 
Mrs. Truman's possession in a similar 
but vet different setting. Not knowing 
anything to the contrary, Young offered 
to yield possession of the diamond if 
he were recouped the amount he was 
out of pocket, but Maj. Truman assured 
him thet his family were not repur- 
chasing their own goods, and thereupon 
the case went into the courts. 

The essence of the case has been the 
identification of the diamond, and at 
both trials the attempts in this direc- 
tion have been rather amusing. At the 
first trial the several members of the 
Truman family testified with an assur- 
ance that was almost positive, but 
failed woefully when it devolved upon 
them to pick the disputed gem from 
out a little glittering parcel of five 
stones. Yesterday the same programme 
was gone through, but the failure was 
not so complete, for the various wit- 
nesses were not nearly s0 certain of 
their ability to idéntify the stone. 

A. B. Hotchkiss, Esq., represented 
the plaintiff. while Township Justice 
James appeared for the 
under their supervision the identifica- 
tion 6f the diamond was proceeded 
with. Miss Georgta Truman had: the 
most accurate knowledge of her moth- 
er's jewels, for she had charge of 
them, and she described the lost dia- 
mond as a large, rather square stone, 
off-color and yet-not canary shade, and 
with a flat surface. Five scintillating 
diamonds, varying in size from the 
other. were submitted for the wit- 
ness’s inspection. After a close ex- 
amination she picked out two stones, 
and said that the disputed diamond 
was one or the other—that is, if it was 
there at all. One of the stones was 
the one in dispute. 

But this process of identification was 
not pleasing to Attorney Hotchkiss, 
and he renewed the motion he had 
made before that the defense be made 
to produce the diamond. Judge York 
said he would let Mr. Young go on the 
stand first, and, taking the hint, coun- 
sel made the defendant his own wit- 
ness, and called him to the stand. 
Over the objections of the defense the 
defendant was made to solve the diffi- 
culty, and picked ‘out the diamond. 
But all five of the gems were lying on 
the bench in front of the judge, and so 
to those in the body of the court it 
was not epparent which stone had been 
selected by the witness. When Mrs. 
Truman was called to try her skill at 
selecting her lost gem, 
askance at the stones. After peering 
at each stone she eelected two large 
stones, and said her lost property was 
one or the other of those. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it was neither one nor the 
other. é‘ 

From thence on the question of value 
was dwelt upon.

THE MINIMUM CRIME. 


The Nephew of a Historic Character 
Convieted of Petty Larceny. 

The trial of Alvino Pico, charged with 
grand larceny, ended last evening by 
the jury returning into court after 
three hours of deliberation with a ver- 
dict of petty larceny, the smaller crime 
contained within the larger one 
charged. 

Pico is a nephew of ex-Gov. Pio Pico, 
whose name is so closely identified with 
the history of California. He was 
charged with having stolen a horse and 
buggy from F. E. Weller, No. 1111 Mis- 
sion road, on January 14. It was 
shown that the defendant took the rig 
to a livery stable on Central avenue 
and left it there, and then sold the 
harness and robe for 75 cents. The 
theft was so foolishly engineered as_ to 
give some strength to the plea of in- 
sanity. But it was also shown tfat 
Pico had been an involuntary visitor 
at the Utah, Nevada and California 
State prisons. Notwithstanding, the 
jury by their verdict eliminated the 
horse and buggy from the case, and 
convicted the defendant for the theft of 
the harness and robe. 

There are three charges of embezzle- 
ment yet outstanding against Pico. 


A DOMESTIC’S CLAIM. 


Kate O’Brien Seeks $5000 as Dam- 
ages from a Redondo Merchant. 
Miss’ Kate O’Brien is seeking to re- 
cover $5031.50 from Frank A. Seabert 
and his wife of Redondo, as damages, 
and the trial is now going on in Judge 
Shaw's department before a jury. Some 
of the facts testified to are very con- 
tradictory, and in its entirety the case 

is rather peculiar. 

The plaintiff was a domestic in the 
Seabert household for about six 
months, and, according to the defend- 
ant’s statement, during most of that 
time small articles and small sums of 
money were missed. Mr. Seabert re- 
monstrated with his wife for retaining 
@ girl upon whom suspicion of peculat- 
ing rested, but was met with the reply 
that it was so difficult to get a girl 
that she would prefer to endure the 
trouble she had rather than the lack of 
help in the household. Early on the 
morning of October 18, 1898, the, defend- 
ant stated that while dressing he heard 
his wife scream, and rushing to the 
kitchen he was just in time to receive 
his wife, who fell into his arms alleg- 
ing that Kate had tried to stab her 
With a butcher knife. The _ girl ex- 
plained her action, so defendant said, 
by saying she did not want her mis- 
tress coming around her domain. 

The ‘plaintiff, after this episode, was 
told to hustle out of the house, and as 
there were about two months’ wages 
due to her, the money was paid to her, 
less $5 deducted for things alleged to 
have been stolen.

Any way, Kate 
O’Brien was arrested and imprisoned 
for one hour, when she gave $25 as bail 
and was released. When the case came 
to triel it was dismissed on motion of 
the District Attorney, Seabert not ap- 
pearing to prosecute. In these premises 
the plaintiff avers that she has been 
injured to her damage in $5000, and is 
pee of pocket just $31.50 for counsel 
ees. 

A peculiar feature of the case is that 
while the defendant, Seabert, stated on 
the witness stand that in the entire 
trouble he. had acted on the advice of 
City Marshal Mexey and Justice With- 
eral, and was told by the latter that 
he had good cause for action against 
the plaintiff, yet when Asst.

It also appeared that the Seaberts’ 
silver chest was deposited in the girl's 
bedroom and remained intact. 

Altogether, the suit is a rather curi- 
ous one. J. A. Anderson, Esq., of An- 
derson & Anderson, and W. R. Bacon, 
Eea., are representing the plaintiff, 
while the law firm of Dunn & Crutcher 
is guarding the interests of the defend- 
arts.

sist him. Both doctors expressed the 


greatest confidence in Dr. Powers’s 
ability t&\handle the disease here, but 
they weré willing to take such action 


as was deemed best, if anything could 
be done, to prevent this city’s receiv- 
ing additional cases from the outside. 

This gave Dr. Powers an opportunity 
to present a matter that he has advised 
ever since the disease manifested itself 
in this part of the State. He at once 
stated that there should be something 
done which would prevent the importa- 
tion into California of cases from New 
Mexico and Arizona. Dr. Powers did 
not say just what should be done in 
this matter or how it should be accom- 
plished, but he pointed to the constant 
danger to this and other cities in this 
part of the State from cases from those 
Territories. The matter was discussed 
at length. Dr. Hill said he had recently 
been along the State line, and had 
found that in order to accomplish any 
good results it would be necessary to 
place guards all along the border, 
which was, of course, out of the ques- 
tion. He doubted the advisability of 
placing inspectors on incoming trains, 
as he thought most of the danger was 
from Mexicans and tramps, who could 
not be caught. by such inspectors.

JUSTICE MORGAN’S COURT. 


Wilson and Escobeda Discharged. 
Hobos Held to Answer. 

In Justice Morgan’s court yesterday, 
J. T. Wilson, an old soldier, charged 
with grand larceny, was discharged. On 
the night of April 21, 1897, Wilson met 
J. B. Small, also an old soldier, in a 
Main-street saloon, bruised and hleed- 
ing. Wilson took the injured man to 
his own room, and cared for him over 
night. The next morning Small said 
he had been robbed of $100 the night 
before, but did not intimate that he 
thought Wilson had anything to do 
with the theft of the money. Later 


both men returned to- the Soldiers’ + 


Home, and on September 18, 1897, a 
complaint was sworn to against Wilson, 
charging him with the theft of Small’s 
money. Wilson was not arrested at 
that time, however, and soon took a 
furlough from, the home, going to the 
northern part of the State. He re- 
turned recently and about a week ago 
was arrested. Yesterday Small was 
unable to remember very clearly what 
happened on the night when he lost his 


money, and on hearing Wilson’s story, |

leaving the courtroom Wilson very em-.

again play the good Samaritan act.

“ANOTHER COUNTY CASE. 


Smallpox Found Between Here and 
~. Santa Monica. 

County “Health Officer Mathis dis- 
covered another case of smallpox. in 
the county yesterday afternoon, 
patient being a _ twelve-year-old boy 
named John Lestelle, residing half a 
mile east of Messmer station, a small 
settlement on the Santa Fé road be- 
tween Los Angeles and Santa Monica. 
The case was reported by two Santa 
Monica physicians, who were unde- 
cided as to what the disease really 
was. They considered it suspicious, 
and on their report Dr. Mathis at once 
went to the place. It was with 
great difficulty that he found the 
place, being compelled to travel all 
yesterday afternoon from place to 
place in that vicinity, owing to the 
efforts on the part of neighbors to 
secrete the patient. When the family 
was finally located,’ he at once pro- 
nounced it to be one of confluent sma!l!- 
pox, and established a quarantine 
against the house. There are five other 
members of the family, all of whom 
have been exposed, and have, there- 
fore, been placed under quarantine. 

Near the residence of the family live 
several Mexicans, and they have been 
in and out of the sick room at will. 
Two of them were also quarantined. 
Owing to the severity of the case and 
the presence in the house of so many 
other persons, Dr. Mathis expects that 
other cakes will develop from this one. 
Two men have been sworn in as depu- 
ty constables, and they will guard the 
house day and night. It is not known 
where the boy became infected, his 
parents refusing to give any informa- 
tion to Dr. Mathis.

ON THE FIELD. OF BATTLE, . 
Caloocan, north of Manila, Feb. 13. 1899. 

Dear Friend: Since I sent you the last 
letter descriptive of the part the Los 
Angeles boys played in the Spanish 
campaign,.events have taken such a 
turn as to give even a greater number 
of them a-chance in the line of battle. 


~~ Ther regiment I am with, the Third 


Artillery (acting as infantry,) having 
a large number of Los Angeles boys 
in its ranks, will no doubt be one of 
the clusest observed by your people. As 
2 private 1 can only give you items 
from a2 private’s point of view. The 
immediate cause of the trouble you 
know. On the night of February 4 it 
was my lot to accompany the night de- 
tachment for outpost duty. About 9 
p.m. the South Dakota outpost was 
forced in and, retiring to the guard- 
house, further progress was resisted. As 
if the matter had been prearranged, 
several points Were attacked almost 
simultaneously, and soon a general en- 
gagement from the Paco district to the 
north and west extending to the beach 
was on. Signal rockets were sent up, 
and throughout the entire commands a 
“call to arms’? was sounded. The en- 
emy gave our outpost a pretty heavy 
fire and we responded with vigor. The 
orders were’ to hold our position, come 
what might. The entire. Third was 
soon. on hand, and positions taken 
along the rice field dyke. As H Battery 


_came into the opening Arthur Philo a 


Los Angeles boy, was shot in the leg, 
Our position taken, the night. was spent 
without further shooting on our part, 
though the enemy opened several times 
with: a lively fire of musketry. The 
Kansas boys on our left fired volley 
after: volley; and along various parts of 
the Hine almost incessant roar of mus- 
ketry told of the repeated attempts 
on the part of the insurgents to force. 


our lines. At day break the contest 


brig « afresh. With a party of G Bat- 
tery "boys at 7 a.m., a scouting tour 
was made. After staying with them 
two hours [ returned to the guardhouse 
to get some breakfast... The insurgents 


had closed in, and were sending their 


bullets into our line. Lieut. Overton, 
commanding G Battery, began a for- 
ward movement: by sections. Seeing 
this the Filipinos opened a deadly fire, 
and in fifteen minutes two were dead 
and five wounded. Private Clampitt 
received four wounds, two bullets 
piercing the left leg, resulting in a 
compound fracture. The engagement 
had by this time become general, and 
the navy and light artillery were send- 
ing hot shot in advance of the infan- 
try; The Third moved forward upon 
by the enemy, sending sev- 
volleys in advance to disconcert 


e the Filipinos. A rapid movement for- 


ward was made, driving everything 
Wefore them, the troops on left and 
wight leaving behind them a path of 
“smoke and. flame to mark the line of 
waste. Lieut. Abernathy, commanding 
H Battery, though suffering from a 
wound in his arm, continued with the 
command, and the boys took great 
pride in such-undaunted courage. Since 
then he has attached himself to his 
men by his untiring efforts for our 
comfort. 

It was my lot to remain behind as a 
member. of the guard, so plenty of work 
was in sight in assisting Dr. Matthews 
with the wounded. Improvised stretch- 
ers were the means employed for send- 
ing those to the rear whose wounds 
would not permit sending in carametas, 
or walking. In the afternoon came a 
message from Brig.-Gen. H. G. Otis to 
our eommanding officer, Maj. Cabbe, 
which needed some one to take it to 
the front. It was given me to deliver, 
post haste. Not certain of the direction 
our troops had moved, I got my bear- 
ings when the Montana _ skirmishers 
were encountered. Arriving on the 
ecenée of action it was found that such 
{information as the message contained 
was the subject then under considera- 
tion by the officers of the Third. The 
message read: “The Tenth Pennsyl- , 
the Chinese 
Hospital, the enemy has been driven 
beyond Cemetery Hill and is forming.” 


“That settled any uncertainty in that 


direction. For a time I watched the 
continued advance of the boys of the 
Third. The excellent work done was 
often referred to by the troops of other 
regiments who had a chance to observe 
it. The enemy was driven from point 
to point. The result was inevitable. 
Nothing could stay the onward move- 
ment. By nightfall the Third occupied 


one..of the most advanced positions, | 


though several organizations had moved 
forward ,much.sooner. It wag charac- 
teristic: of the regulars; once started, 
there are no obstacles that they cannot 
overcome. 

After making two trips to the brigade 
hospital with wounded men, I arrived 


at the guardhouse about dusk. Another 


trip to the front was necessary to take 
some bedding to the officers, and to 
make a report on the condition of 
things on the outpost. After an excit- 
ing trip through swamps and thickets, 
with mnumberless challenges by sen- 
tries, sometimes. scarcely above a 
hoarse whisper, the little party passed 
the Kansas, Montana and Third Artil- 
lery outposts. At the extreme end of 
the line, before the Chinese Hospital 
and beyond the Cemetery Hill, I found 
Maj. Cobbe and delivered the report. 
We camped for the night and made the 
return trip at 4:30 the next morn- 
ing. By the major’s order the outpost 
guard was:to join the interior guard. A 
day was spent there and twenty men 
were sent from the guard to join their 
respective batteries. Thus far it was 
essential to leave a strong interior 
guard to help quell any insurgent out- 
break. Quite a number of Filipinos 
have been shot on the housetops, from 
which point they had on several occa- 
sions fired on the Americans, and in 
several instances with effect. Five Fili- 
pinos fired on an ambulance from a 
They were captured 
and sentenced to be shot. In the city 
times were no less exciting than at the 
front...

— Brig.-Gen. H. G. Otis es- 
tablished brigade headquarters in our 
rear. Maj.-Gen. MacArthur's head- 
quarters were established in the vi- 
cinity of the cathedral, north 
Cemetery Hill. All along the line 
intrenchments were thrown up to 
guard against possible surprise. The 


the part of the enemy, but the volun- 
teers on our left Kept up their velleys 
of musketry for half an hour at a 
time. The day brought a. challenge 
from the Filipinos. Our left engaged 
them for a while, from the Utahs and 
the sea, shells were thrown and the 
enemy silenced. 

‘The 8th and 9th passed uneventfully, 
but the boys promptly seized a!l the 
chickens, pigs and calves to be had. 
The, torn stretches of railroad were 
repaired, the available engines and 
cars put agoing. Troops near the 
roads now mount the trains and there 
is little cause for complaint by foot- 
sore men. Everywhere the shacks 
are ransacked and then set on fire. 
Along this line the volunteers 
nearly all the work, as the regulars are 
subjected to greater restrictions. For- 
aging parties-of volunteers pass our 
‘line all.day, a great many having left 
‘their commands on duty in the city 
and come to the front to enjoy greater 
adventure. Visitors both for purpose 
and curiosity observe our movements. 
English /naval officers are taking an 
especial interest in the affairs. . 

In*the early part of the day, Febru- 
ary 10, -we- got on the track of the 
engagement that was to beging in the 
afternoon. About 2:30 p. m. the fleet 
-and Utah artillery began bombarding 
Caloocan, the left and right of our 
line had begun the advance and fully 
half an hour afterwards the left end 
of the Third went over the trenches, 
squad by squad, the more forward g0- 
ing on until a continuous line was in 
motion. The Filipinos were distant 
about 1700 yards, but at this distance 
their fire was ineffective. We next 
moved forward by batteries and when 
about 700 yards of the open territory 
had ‘been covered, a stretch of ground 
several hundred yards in extent 
with absolutely no 
taken with a whoop and a cheer. A 
depression now afforded a little protec- 
tion, and breathless we sank down. 
In our rear Brig.-Gen. Otis and staff 
were seen... From here the general di- 
rected the movement of his brigade. 
Lieut. Abernathy now gave the coms. 
mand, “Forward, guide left, quick 
time march;” the fire of the enemy 
became heavier than at any other 
time, but with the usual lack of good 
judgment.the enemy, for the most part, 
left their sights set for long distanece- 
firing, and thus the fire was mostly 
over the mark. The bullets were fall- 
ing thickly around us and their thud 
seemed cruel. Our boys here and 
there began t6 fall. ~ The order was 
given to fire, and from right to left 
the troops were closing in. This dis- 
concerted the Filipinos, who could not 
understand our continued advance, 
and they broke into a run. No sooner 
did. one show himself than the bullets 
rained about him, and over he went, 
up they went but very few got away. 
It now became a running fight. The 
enemy sought safety in flight, but 
many a Filipino that day did not see 
the sunset. The fighting was carried 
on fullv one and a half miles north of 
Caloocan, and a stop was. ordered. 
Nine of our boys were killed and 
forty-two wounded. 
Throughout the engagement the 
H Battery preserved align- 
ment and kept cool and. determined, 
Lieut. Boutelle, in charge of the First 
Dlatoon, kept the boys well in hand. 
while the Second, under First Sergeant 
Quinlan, held its own. Sergeant Quin- 
lan has been with the battery, but a 
short time, but his zeal for the com- 
mand’s good name and the desire to 
maintain its excellent record called for 
his best efforts. With a characteristics 
born in college days, when at football, 
‘he jammed his hat into the breast of 
his coat. while in the thickest of the 
fight. For the excellent management 
and work of Battery H, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur extended his personal thanks. 
The other batteries, K, G and L, came 
in for a big share of compliments. The 
zeal displayed I have never seen 
equalled. Whenever “Old Glory” 
came in view the wildest enthusiasm 
prevailed. The work of the Eighth 
Army Corps was _ glorious. Among 
the incidents of the day TI could not 
help noting what a truly “hell on 
earth” war is. The Springfield bullet 
being large and soft, flattens as it 
strikes, and makes a most unsightly 
wound. The Krag-Jorgensen, used by 
the regulars, is far more effective on 
defenses, owing to its great penetrat- 
ive power. e wound, too, by a 
Krag, is small and not so ghastly. The 
enemys wounded received our -atten- 
tion, and characteristic of the Ameri- 
can. he di@ unto them as he would be 
done by. Some. poor wounded. Filipinos 
were’ fervently- imploring divine aid 
thinking. doubtless, that the end was 
nigh. The scene in. some places is 
most horrible. In an excavation as 
many as fifty men were interred. In

‘scense! Horrible, horrible 
weapons the enemy’s Ma 
not so effective as the Krags, and their 
Remington brass-tipped are not as fle- 
structive as our Long Toms. Before 
our experience with the brass bullets 
they were very much dreaded, but it 
seems they are not so deadly as is 
generally supposed. The  Filininos 
make it a point when one of their 
number has been killed or wounded 
to carry him with them, but this could 
not always be done. They reload the 
cartridges as soon as they shoot, and 
w eir pockets 
p full of empty 

It is reported that the insurgents have 
taken several of our men prisoners. 
Two First California Infantry men 
were accidentally discovered lying 
dead in the field about two thou- 
sand yards north of our old trenches. 
Ther had been killed several days be- 
ore.

Eugene Devlin, Lloyd Hummer, Cephas 
Rensberger and Samuel Selfridge are 
among the few of the many Los An- 
geles boys who have been in all the 
engagements to date. Corp. Hamilton 
has been busy protecting the quarters 
in the troublesome city. 

The campaign thus far has been 
pleasant. Excellent health, and excel- 
lent mess service due to our chief 
cook Luthi’s indefatigable attention to 
duty has kept us in buoyant spirits. 
The weather has been all that cou'd 
be wished for.

THE TWILIGHTERS. 


One of the best meetings of the Twilight 
Club was held this-evening at Memorial Hall, 


by Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Coleman and Mr. 
and Mrs. F. S. Wallace. Three new members 
were elected, Hon. M. T. Allen, David Heap 
aud Juhn 8B. Mitler. There being eleven 
men on the waiting list, there was an ani- 
mated discussion of the question of enlarg- 
ing the membership from its present limit of 
sixty, but the club voted strongly against 
expanding itself. 

The paper of the evening was by Theodore 
Coleman, subject, ‘“‘The United States as a 
Colonial Power,’’ It was an able and stimu- 
lating argument against adding to our na- 
tional troubles, echoing President McKinley's 
Boston speech as to the policy for us to pur- 
sue in the Philippines. He cldimed that 
having made a bad bargain in getting these 
islands, it is for Congress to next decide 
how to make the best of it, and the true 
policy is not to attempt to permanently hold 
them, but to develop for them in time a 
government of their own. We would not 
be justified in embodying the law of might 

. in our national polity. A happier ambition 
for us would be to try to raise the standard 
of our own citizenship, instead of attempting 
to inject Caucasian goodness into less favored 
races. Mr. Coleman urged that we make 

- autonomy and final independence of the Phil- 
ippines the goal of our efforts. He felicitous- 
ly described tho Philippines as a hot cake 

‘which we have pulled out of the Spanish 

oven, not to be kneaded into the American 

family loaf, but to be dropped as soon as we 
safely can do it. 

Prof. Frank J. Polley vigorously presented 
the other side of the question. He declared 
that in a sense we are the chosen people, 
that it is the destiny of the Anglo-Saxon 
race to work out the salvation of the world, 
and that if we are not ready to undertake 
the job the Slavs are. It is cither democratic 
expansion or imperialistic expansion, and we 
must see to it that it is democratic expansion. 
Prof. Polley brought out very clearly the 
point that colonization is not today what it 

was in the time of the American revolution; 
that nations no longer use theor colonies to 
grind what profit they can out of them. The 

- eolonies of the European nations are prac- 
tically free today, and England is just as 
democratic ag this country. The speaker in- 
sisted that it is for the interest of this coun- 
try, morally and commercially, to have the 
colonies. He called attention to the need 
of our guiding hand in the Philippines, and 
asserted that it would have been better for 
any of the Spanish-American republics of 

‘“‘America del Sur’’ if they had been gov- 

erned as colonies by some strong Christian 

power, instead of having been left to their 
own devices for mischief. He described the 
commercial opportunities in the Philippines, 
and gave the figures showing how big a trade 
we can develop in the Pacific, Manila open- 
ing the door to eight hundred millions of 
buyers in Asia. As for remoteness, Prof. 

Polley referred to the fact that when Cali- 
fornia was made a part of this republic it 
was practically farther from the eastern 
centers of the country than Manila is from 
us today, with our improved methods of get- 
ting there. He declared that the Filipinos 
need us and we need them. 

Both speakers were heartily applauded, 
arousing much patriotic and intellectual en- 
thusiasm. The subject was further discussed 
by Datus C. Smith, Dr. J. H. McBride and 
SA C. Bailey in an interesting manner. A 
fine supper was then served. Mr. and Mrs.

RUSSIAN RUFFIAN MURDERS A SA- 
LOON-KEEPER. 


Mr. Babcock Delivers an Ultimatum 
to the Voter: of San Diego on 
the Water Question and Politics. 
Notes and Personals. 


SAN DIBGO, March 28.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.} Michael Rose,alias Russian Mike, 
shot and instantly killed Dan Cassidy, pro- 
prietor of the Pacific Squadron saloon at 
Fourth and J streets at 10:45 o'clock last 
night, The shooting was done in Cassidy's 
saloon, and was cold-blooded and without 
material provocation. According to the 
statement of Cassidy’s brother, the two men 
had always been the best of friends apd 
had never had any trouble together. The 
mistress of the murdered man, however, 
Says that the two men had an old grudge, 
which Cassidy had almost forgotten, but 
which Russian Mike frequently recalled. 

Russian Mike had been -a bartender at 
the Weeping Willow saloon until yesterday: 
morning, when he was discharged. He spent 
yesterday afternoon and evening in imbiving 
liquor, evidently to forget his troubles. 
Early in the evening he met Police Officer 
Harris near Cassidy’s saloon, and having a 
grudge against the officer, he said, “If you 
are going to put your hands on me, do it 
now.’ ‘‘Mike,’’ the officer replied, ‘‘we never 
put hands on you until we have to.’ ‘‘Well, 
you good shot,” remarked Mike, “but 
so am ft. I have killed men in my time, and 
expect to kill several more. I killed several 
men in Siberia.’’ Officer Harris saw that 
the man was drunk, and passed on, keeping 
close watch oa him. 

Russian Mike went on into Cassidy's 
saloon. He spent several hours there, drink- 
ing gs freely. About 10:30 o'’ciock he 
| called for drinks and gave Cassidy a dollar 
payment. Cassidy gave him 70 cents in 
change. A few minutes later Russian Mike 
said to Cassidy, “‘Give- me my change.’’ Cas- 
sidy replied that there was no change due 
him, whereupon Russian Mike said: ‘You 
owe me 70 cents, and you had better give it 
to one.’’ The Russian, seeing that it was 
not forthcoming, passed out of the saloon 
and went to his room, several doors distant, 
for his revolver.
